G alveston, Get. I .- -G overnor Sayers 
had not been heard from in regnrd to 
I the proposition m ade by the city coun­ 
cil to have the state advance funds to 
; m aintain the m unicipal governm ent and 
tide it over the crisis. 
Before G overnor 
Sayers left G alveston T hursday he an ­ 
nounced th a t he w ould take up the m at­ 
ter w ith A ttorney G eneral Sm ith im m e­ 
diately upon his arrival in A ustin and 
com m unicate w ith G alveston city coun­ 
cil as early as possible. 
The Septem ber salaries of the police 
and fire dep artm en ts and other d e p art­ 
m ents of the city government are due. 
T here are no fuuds available to m eet 
these payrolls. 
It is feared th a t if nu 
attem p t was m ade to pay in city scrip, 
the scrip w ould have to be discounted a t 
about 25 ceuts on the dollar, or perhaps 
even at a greater discount. 
T his in it­ 
self would be a great hardship to im pose 
upon the employes of tho city, w ho have 
rem ained faithfully on duty d u rin g th is 
try in g period, aud yet the u n certain ty 
of the future is even m ore distressing. 
From the best legal opinions it seems 
the state, or ra th e r tho legislature, has 
the jgiwer to furnish funds sufficient to 
m ain tain the m ost im portant d ep art­ 
m ents of the m unicipal governm ent, 
and th at aa extra session of the legisla­ 
ture could aud no doubt would a ct a t 
once aud relieve the situation. 
No one 
disputes the power of the governor to 
call au extra sesssion and no one doubts 
th a t the governor w ould respond to a 
form al request from the city couucil to 
take such action. 
T he am ount needed is 1100,000 to 
w ind up the official year w hich ends in 
F eb ru ary aud then it is believed the 
city eau foot its own bills.
